ers, corn, wheat, bogs, poultry and 
onions. 
In short, Missouri already has built 
a splendid pavilion at the exposition, 
and will exploit its resources and in­ 
dustries by one of the most complete 
and interesting displays at the great 
exposition. 
Right from the beginning, the world 
will know' that Missouri is on hand. 
\ 
dedication ceremony, which, ac­ 
cording to the present plans, will be 
one of the most memorable state 
^athelings In connection with the ex­ 
position. will start

This is tho finding 
of 
the United 
States supreme court, 
according to 
an Associated Press dispatch. 
The 
case was argued before the highest - 
tribunal iii 
Washington 
two weeks ‘ 
ago by Harry J. 
Cantwell, 
of 
St. 
Louis, for Yost, the plaintiff, and In 
John S. Havnies, 
formely prosecut­ 
ing attorney of Dallas county, 
who 
appeared for the defendant. 
The finding of tne supreme court 
is one of a scries of victories 
Dallas 
county has had in defeating various' 
schemes proposed by 
attorneys for 
Hie holders of the railroad bonds to 
enforce collection of the judgments 
on the bond 
issue.

originally tried in the United States 
court here. Tost Tost in the district 
court and in the appeals to St. Paul, 
Minn., whence the apjieal was taken 
ti; the supreme court.

The judgments against Dallas coun­ 
ty were issued on account of bonds 
amounting to $235,000 issued iii 1871 
iii favor of the Uielede & Fort Scott 
Railroad company, which at that time 
had contemplated the building of a 
railroad through a number of coun­ 
ties of Southwest Misosuri. 
None of 
the amount of the bond issue has 
been paid. 
The failure of the holders of the 
bonds to collect any of the judgments 
secured In the federal court Is alleged 
to be due to the fact that the law 
under which the bonds were issued 
provided that special taxes levied for 
the payment of the bonds should be 
limited in any one year to 30 per rent 
of the amount of the subscription of 
Lie county. 
On November 29, 1911, a writ of 
mandamus was issued iii the federal 
court directing the officials of Dal 
las county to levy a tax aggregating 
$70,SOU, 30 per cent of the bond issue, 
to pay the indebtedness alleged by 
the bond holders. 
!t was claimed by 
the plaintiffs that the officers of the 
county evaded service oil the writ 
aud that they refused to make the 
levy. 
The officials of Dallas county real­ 
ized th at the levy proposed by the 
plaintiffs and ordered by the court 
would not even pay the interest on 
the* bonds and that iii spite of the 
fact that they might levy the tax each 
year, the* county would still two the 
principal of the jn^vv judgment. 
That, however, was not. the defense 
of the county. 
It was contended that

Cologne, Jan. 20.—Russian artillery 


has proven an excellent arm in de­ 
fensive aud position fighting, but. has 
totally tailed in offensive and moble 
manoeuvres, according to a German 
ex] i 11. v, ho gives his views on tile 
subject in the most recent number of 
tim Mifftair-Wochenblatt. 
The same 
antholite concedes, however, that the 
efficiency of the Russian artillery had 
been greatly increased since the Man­ 
churian war. 
He also admits that iii 
the German army Russian artillery had 
been underrated, and indicates that 
now {.ll of its weak points are thor­ 
oughly understood. 
'the Germans thing so highly of 
tile Russian artillery ammunition that 
they are at present modifying some 
1.200 field pieces at the Spandit ar-j 
semi, so as to suit them for a large; 
store of captured ammunition which 
could not he used with the present 
German calibre. 
The calibre of the 
German 
field 
gun is two centimeters less than that 
of tile Russian, and for this reason 
the captured amimintion could not he 
put to use immediately. 
Therey is 
sto od in the 
German 
arsenals 
a 
large quantity of shells for the for­ 
mer German field pieces, which had 
a ca1 titre about two centimeters great­ 
er than the Russian guns which have 
been captured. 
By 
widening 
the4 
rifling of the Russian pieces the ab- 
solete shells may now be used. Some 
700 pieces taken by the Austro-Hun­ 
garians are being similarly adapted. 
After tainting out 
hat the Rus­ 
sians have always had a leaning to­ 
wards the defensive, the writer iii 
the Militair-Wocheiibiatt gives a num­ 
ber of instances in the present war 
iii which this was demonstrated. The 
artillery positions had been. selected 
with the greatest caie and every pos­ 
sible effort had been made to pro­ 
tect the pieces of their 
crews.

Ivangorod it was impossible for the 
Germans to find the Russian batter­ 
ies without tho most minute inspec­ 
tion with aircraft. 
▲ s a rule the Russian run placements I 
were well serened with hushes, and,! 
where those were hard lo find, with I 
-od Mid often potato-greens. Wherev­ 
er possible the Russians would seek 
the cover of woods and trees, and 
often the batteries were hidden in vil­ 
lages and the surrounding gardens. 
Iii placing their artillery, the Rus­ 
sians usually group the guns iii half- 
batteries of four.

ficient fire control and gives the ob­ 
servation officer a far greater value 
that In* would have if directing the
